WHAT OF CONAN DOYLE 
NOW? 

One or two of our more simple: 
minded. readers have considered, 
and have told os, that we have been 
a little unfair to Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle in connection with his 5 och 
advertised__writings sbout_eom- 
Tmunications with ihe dead. One 
very simple one argued that s man 
“with brains enough to write sneb 
clever stories aa 'the Sherlock 
Holmes ones could not. be the foot 
we, made him out to be.” We 
hafe no remembrance of calting 
Couan Doyle a foot, and it is un- 
Hikely that we did, because we re- 
commze that in the case of 3 man 
publishing sach * spiritualistic ss 
experiences there is another alter- 
native. There are, in fact, several 
‘Alt that we dit was to point ont 
that such publications were neces- 
sarily untrag, and mischtevous. 
We could not-have attempted to 
motives, which were 
unktiown to us, or his state of in- 
tellectual bealth, which aleo wat 
outside our knowledge. But we 
‘told our simple friend, much to his 
astonishment, that there is nothing 
in the Sherlock Holmes stort 
' indicate intellectual strength, and 
that if there had been, ‘it did sot 
and could not show ,that’ such in- 
tellectral strength wes permanent, 
or stitl existing. Even now, after 
bis Iatest excursion from spooks to 
fairies, we do not profess ability to 
diagnose the mental condition” of 
Consn Dosle,’ beyond pointing out 
that he is clearly unfitted to in- 
struct the people abopt anything 
whatever.
